FILM BANDITS: 
CALLED KILLERS 


Organized Band is Hunted in 
Studio Murder 


|Clews Point to Attempt to 


Rob Warner Vault 


Believe Thieves Met Watch- 
man in Hunt for Tools 

A band of film thieves, or- 
ganized to prey upon Hollywood 
motion-picture studios, is believed 
by police to be responsible for the 
d of R. Jannsen, a watchman 
at rner Brothers studio, who 
Was shot and mortally wounded 
shortly before midnight Friday as 
he stepped out of a carpenter shop 
in the rear of the studio. 
Detectives also found evidence 
that an attempt had been made to 
open a large vault in the main of- 
fice of the studio. The vault con- 
tained thousands of dollars worth 
of films, many of which were un- 
finished. Photographs of finger- 
prints found on the vault were 
taken by police. 

Jannsen, dying from a pistol 
wound in his neck, stumbled from 
the studio grounds at Bronson ave- 
nue and Sunset Boulevard, and fell 
into the arms of Frank Ferguson, 
a pedestrian, about midnight Fri- 
day. He lapsed into unconscious- 
ness after a single cry, Help! 
Help! I am shot and dying! Fer- 
guson and a passing autoist, Rob- 
ert E. Malisch, motion-picture 4i- 
rector, hurried the man to the 
Receiving Hospital, but he died on 
the way. 

POLICE THEORY 

It ti the belief of the police 
that the watchman came upon one 
or more film thieves as he oe 
from the carpenter shop 
punching a time clock there. This 
theory was strenghthened by the 
discovery late yesterday of a num- 
ber of broken sticks beside a fire- 
vault i which film strips are 
stored a building on the other 
side of the studio grounds.

BASE OIL TANKS 


Pearl H Construction 
Nears Completion 
Will Add 2,500,000-Barrel 
Storage Facilities 


Work When Finished to Cost 
More Than $7,000,000 


(BY DISPATCH) 

PEARL HARBOR (Hawalian 
Islands) March 16.— The J. G. 
White Company of New York hae 
charge of the construction of oil- 
2 tanks with a total capacity 
of 2,500,000 barrels of of] at the 
United States naval base here. The 
company is doing this work under 
contract with the Pan-American 
Petroieum and Transport Com- 
pany. It ie stated here that it 
would not de possible to discon- 
tinue construction of the units now 
under way without heavy loss. 
With the completion of these units 
the whole contract will have been 
fulfilled at a total cost of more 
than $7,000,000. 

At this time only about 25 per 
cent of the second contract for 
adding 2,500,000 barrels to the ca- 
pacity of the oll-storage facilities 
remains to be completed. Before 
this contract was entered into with 
the Pan-American Petroleum and 
Transport Company in Deeember, 
| 1922, storage tanks with a total 
capacity of 1,500,000 barrels had 
| been erected here. 
| <All told, there will be eighteen 
tanas at this naval base if the con- 
struction contract ts carried out in 
full. It is expected that this stor- 
age capacity will enable an ample 
supply of reserve oil to be kept 
here for all normal and emergency 
naval purposes. 

Several hundred men are now 
employed in various phases of the 
tank-construction work here. 

Subcontracts have been let to 
five Hawaiian and three mainland 
firms for various phases of the 
work in developing the reserve. 
The Honolulu firms which have 
contracts are the Hawaiian Blec- 
tric Company, the Hawalian-Dredz- 
ing Company, the Hawalian Con- 
tracting Company, Walter & Oland 
and the J. L. Young Engineering 
Company.

Insanity Defense Will Face Attack When Plotter is 
Placed on Trial for Bomb Scheme 


‘The insanity defense of Joseph J. Lanzit, who was captured last 


Thursday night while in the act of

Lanzit's attorney has stated that 
his client is insane, that it was a 
deranged mind that induced the 
cafe owner to hire an accomplice 
to assist him in committing three 
murders with a bomb explosion. 


Chief Deputy  District-Attorney 
Fricke declared esterday that 
Lanzit is ‘crazy like a fox,” and 
that he possesses a normal sanity. 

Mr. Fricke summoned Lanzit to 
the District Attorney's office yes- 
terday morning for the purpose of 
questioning him to determine in 
his own mind if the prisoner is 
sane or insane. Following the in- 
terview he reached the conclusion 
that Lanzit is possessed of normal 
mentality. 

Lanzit reviewed his entire case 
with Chief Deputy District-Attor- 
ney Fricke. He denied none of 
the charges made against him but 
admitted he had plotted to kill 
Mrs. Lanzit, Mrs. Dorothy Reutler, 
his wife's mother,, and E. G. 


Reutler, a brother-in-law, and to H 


destroy two costly hom wned 
by his wife's relatives.

Later, he in- 
formed Lanzit’s intended victims 
of the murder plan and assisted 
the authorities, with the aid of a 
dictaphone, in catching Lanzit in 
the act of stooping over the bomb 
at the moment he was adjusting 
it for the explosion.

NIGHT PROWLERS ROB MANY 


Drug Store, Oil Station, Vegetable Peddler and Cafe 


Held up by Early Morning Marauders 


Early morning bandits yesterday held up a drug store, an oll sta- 
tion, a vegetable peddler and a cafe, it was reported to the police. 


The series of robberies began 
shortly after midnight, when J. O.

Cricket Stars Will Tea and 
Bur it Today 
Los Angeles 8 Takes on 
St. George Lads 


Topping Contest Expected at 
Goodyear Park 


The postponed match between 
the Los Angeles Cricket Club and 
the Sons of St. George will be 
played today, commencing at 10 
a.m. at Goodyear Park. This early 
start is necessary because of the 
fact that a two-inning game will be 
staged, the total runs scored by 
each team in the double event to 
count in the final result. The city 
eleven has already demonstrated 
its prowess with the willow, as 
the games against the strong Santa 
Barbara team show, while the 
Sons’ side is more or less an un- 
known quality. 

During the last winter a big in- 
ux of Britishers and Canadians, 
and a smaller number of Austra- 
lians from “down under” arrived 
in our fair city, and consequently 
a decided impetus is expected to 
be given to the ancient game. The 
Sons claim to have secured a large 
percentage of these newcomers, all 
men of ability and therefore will 
give the L. A. bunch a real fight 
for supremacy. 


OUTLINE GAME 

A brief outline of the game may 
not be uninteresting to the un- 
initiated: Cricket has long had the 
reputation, all over the world, as 
a game in which true sportsman- 
ship is developed to the highest 
degree. In fact, to call an action 
“not cricket” corresponds to “not 

ccording to Hoyle” in card games. 

e great Duke of Wellington is 
said to have remarked that the 
battle of Waterloo was won on the 
cricket fields of Eton and Harrow 
schools, evidencing his high view 
of the game in developing man- 
hood. 

Somewhat similar to baseball in 
genera] outline, the following are 
points of difference: The “pitcher”’ 
in cricket does not stand in his 
box; 
run before delivering the ball, the 
length of the run usually corre- 
sponding with his speed of deliv- 
ery. A slow ball is usually * 
faced by a short run. The ball is 
delivered by a continuous “round- 
arm” movement, spin being im- 
parted to it by pressure of the 
fingers. The ball is pitched so as 
to strike the ground approximate- 
ly two feet in front of the batter, 
who defends his “wicket” which 
consists ot three upright sticks 
about three feet high and a total 
width of about nine inches. 


BREAK TELLS Tr 
It is thus not necessary that the 
umpire shall decide whether a 
pitched ball is a “ball” or “strike” 
as the breaking of the wicket tells 
1 story plainly enough. 


ball is not obliged to run as in 
baseball, but he and his partner 
(two men are up to bat at the 
same time) use their own judg- 
ment and either run or not, ac- 
cording to the direction and length 
of the batted ball. Of course, as 
runs decide the game, they nat- 
urally run whenever possible. 
Fielding is about as in baseball 
except that there are no “foul” 
balls. All around and behind the 
wicket is fair territory. consequent- 
ly the fielders are placed in every 
direction. Eleven players consti- 
tute a team. An eleven 
straight through until all are out, 
and therefore, to conserve the 
pitcher’s strength, two men pitch 
alternately from opposite ends. 
each delivering six balls. It will

His teign began with 
an era of peace. His assumption 
of kingly power was marked by 
rare humility; his petition for wis- 
dom set the mark for officials of 
all the ages since.

THRIFTLESS 


Eastern Player Voices 
Criticism of Improvidence 
of Western Craftsmen 


Not understanding the actual 
value of a dollar is the greatest 
fault I have been able to find with 
actors on the west coast of Ameri- 
oa, declares Robert Frazer, who 
is playing the leading role oppo- 
site Pola Negri in “Men” for Para- 
mount. | 

“One who has been closely in 
touch with the financial business of 
the New York stage and screen 
Players, as well as with those of 
Hollywood, cannot help noticing 
the difference between them,” says 
Frazer. “The eastern actor is far 
more careful of his money. He has 
a schedule of spending which he 
follows religiously. he average 
New York player counts himeelf 
fortunate if he has a ‘twenty-six 
week year,’ that is, if he works for 
twenty-six weeks in a year. If he 
makes $500 a week while he 
works, then he spends as though 
he wer making only $250, thus 
spreading out his salary to cover 
the entire year. 
“The Hollywood actor invariably 
looks to more money tomorrow 
than he is making today. If he 
is working this week for $600. he 
spends that $500 and an extra 
$100 expecting to work next week 
for $750. That is the reason, I be- 
eve, that so many prominent 
screen players are always hard 
struck when a slump cuts down 
studio production and takes away 
their jobs.” 

Eastern financial methods evi- 
dently appeal to Frazer more than 
de those of the West, for he fol- 
lows a rigid plan of spending, 
even though he is under a con- 


terrupted work throughout the 
year with Louis B. Mayer studios. 

He is the owner of a lovely home 
in Hollywood, and possesses nu- 
merous interests in business com- 
panies of the city, as well as con- 
siderable real - estate in Southern 
California.

Mowatt appeared in almost every 
principal city in the country, play- 
ing Lady Teazie, Juliet, Julia. 
Lucy Ashton in the “Bride of 
Lammermoor,” and Mrs. Haller in 
“The Stranger.“ The mental and 
physical strain was said to have 
been terrific for this novice as 
she was playing in a company 
composed of the best American 
and English actors. * 

In 1847 Mrs. Mowatt went to 
England, with Mr. Davenport as 
her leading man. Here, too, she 
had age-old prejudices to over- 
come. There also was Much ani- 
mosity against Americans in Great 
Britain.

Her first appearance 
was in Manchester with her 
London debut in the Princess The- 
ater.in the winter of 1848.

DISTINGUISHED ART 
OF ERNEST HASKELL 


Genuine distinction in any branch 
of art is all too rare. We are of- 
fered many substitutes. Isms come 
and end the artist, tortwred 
by t desire to do something good 
something Which is a “knockout,” 
seizes On every new theory, every 
system. This t'me- he is really go- 
ing to do something. Smash, smash, 
smash! “There, look at that! 
That'll make ‘em sit up.“ 

Then comes along the true art- 
ist. How quietly he works. No 
straining after effect, no bombast, 
no violent preaching with paint, no 
strenuous attempt to upset all the 
rules; but his work is art. We 
never question it. How do we rec- 
ognize it? By its distinction. 

“Maine,” a series of etchings by 
Ernest Haskell, forms one of the 
most important one-man exhibits 
of the year in the Cannel!l-Chaffin 
print room. Like the great etch- 
ers of old, Haskell is first of all a 
superb engraver. Copper holds no 
fears for him; he can do anything 
he wishes with his tools. Starting 
from a base of craftsmanship such 
as few modern etchers can hope to 
attain, he has built up a technique 
by means of which he can express 
anything he wishes. Artistically 
this would be labor lost if he had

He is 
never nervous, which enables him 
to cultivate his astonishing crafts- 
manship, and the passion in him 
has remained simple, flowing di- 
rectly to its expression without the 
intellectual distortions which null- 
ify the work of so many modern 
artista. In the “Maine” series he 
has found expression for his fullest 
powers. Whatever he may do in 
the future cannot cast a shadow on 
the sheer beauty of these prints.

He left here several years 
ago for his home on the Maine 
coast, after making those mag- 
nificent Monterey etchings which 
are now so difficult to obtain. In 
Maine, and while making the 
plates now on exhibition, his 
dream was to return to California 
Meanwhile he worked away, and 
it was not until he had com- 
pleted the series that he realized 
the deep love that had gone into 
them. Deeply but unconsciously 
he loved these old hilla and gim- 
ple villages, but he had to dig 
this love out of his unconscious 
depths before he could recognize 
it. 


Some of the finest prints in the 
deal entirely with cloud 
forms.

WOOD BLOCK PRINTS 
AT PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The attractive wood block prints 
which are on exhibition in the art 
department of the Los Angeles 
Public Library from March 6 {o 
April 6 are the work of Esther 
Mabel Crawford. The subjects are 
mainly landscapes designed from 
sketches made in New England, 
California, Germany and Japan. 
Miss Crawford worked for some 
years in Chicago and New York: 
Before coming to California she 
studied abroad and in this country 
with Otto Walter Beck and ur 
Wesley Dow. 

The technique of block printing 
was acquired in Chicago while 
working with a Norwegian printer, 
Nordfeldt, who follows the English 
tradition. Later, during a year of 
painting in Japan, the Japanese 
method, which is very similar, was 
studied. Though these prints, par- 
ticularly the Japanese subjects, 
show a certain Japanese influence, 
the treatment and color are dis- 
tinctly individual. 

A word about the process may be 
of interest to those unfamiliar with 
it: The design is frst drawn on 
paper, and pasted, face’ down on 
the block. An outline or key-block 
is used in some examples; in others 
the effect is obtained simply by 
the juxtaposition of flat masses of 
color. From five to seven blocks 
are used for each print, as a sep- 
‘arate block must be cut for each 
color. The spaces on the block 
representing a given color are 
‘first outlined with a knife. Then 
spaces between are cleared away 
by means of gauges of different 
sizes. It is possible to draw with 

knife and gauge as one would 
draw with pencil and brush. 

In printing, the sheets of paper 
are passed through the entire set 
of blocks in succ on. The “ink- 
ing” of the block with color is 
done with a large brush, which filis 
the whole block with color. No 
press is needed. The color is trans- 
ferred from the block to the paper 
by the pressure of the burin, which 
(is a small dirk-shaped instrument 
held in the hand. Many different 
color harmonies may be printed 
from the same set of blocks. 

Although the process itself is 
simple, experience ts required for 
success in wood block printing.

MEANING, ITS USE. By A. J. Cloud. 
Scott, Foresman & Co., New York. 
This is an elementary book on 

the Constitution, with applications 

to problems pertaining to citizen- 
ship. The book has two parts and 


an appendix. Part I has three 
chapters, the first on the back- 
ground of government, the second 
on the background of our Consti- 
tution and the third on the mak- 
ing of the Constitution. In the 
first of these chapters are such 
topics as why governments exist, 
the. beginnings of government, the 
forms of government, the objects 
of constitutiona, the three great 
departments of government and 
the Federal type of government.

Mr. Pierson cites the prohibition 
amendment and the extension of 
the rights of suffrage by the cen- 
tral government, regardless of the 
consent of all the States, as ex- 
amples of the ruthlessness with 
which State rights are being over- 
ridden.

(Perfect Hour.) “Chason Proven- 
cale” is from the French of Fred- 
eric Van der Elst. It is a song 
of love couched in an optimistic 
vein; the note of light-heartedness 
abounds in it, and there are e 
graceful ornaments and extremely 
high notes which Miss Rea sings 
with captivating freedom and ef- 
fect. The second mentionéd song 
has a quality of tenderness and 
depth ( Brunswick.) 

An Irish tenor whois really 
Irish and truely a tenor is Allan 
MeQuade. “Molly Brannigan” (Old 
Irish Melody) is irresistibly naive 
‘in character; it is a scene of fond 
yet roguish wooing. McQuade 
puts in the little touches which 
make a song live. His “The Meet- 
ing of the Waters,” on the reverse 
side, is a song of nature bathed in 
longing retrospection ( Brunswick.)

HUNGARIAN SINGER 
HAS HECTIC STORY 


That Los Angeles is a place 
where everybody wants to come, 
and that many who finally arrive 
here do so only with great de- 
privations, is evidenced again by 
the fact that Joseph Diskay, Hun- 
garian tenor, is here after many 
unusual experiences. Mr. Diskay, 
who will soon be a full-fledged 
American citizen, said that he ex- 
pected to make Los Angeles his 


home. 

Mr. Diskay spent six years in 
the trenches as a captain in the 
Hungarian army, and has fought 
in Hungary, Austria, Czecho-Slo- 
akia, Russia and other countries. 

nd he has achieved success as 4 
singer in prewar days in these 
same countries, and as well in 
Germany, Holland and France. 

At the beginning of the war Dis- 
kay was a member of the Buda- 
pest Opera Company. After being 
taken into the Hungarian army, as 
a captain for six years, he was 
sent to the Italian front, and was 
there when peace was declared. 
However, when he returned to 
Hungary it was to find his coun- 
try in a civil war and in control 
of the Bolsheviks. He was forced 
into their army, and was not able 
to escape for more than a year, 
when he went to Russia. 

He planned to come to the 
United States, but was forced in- 
to one of the Russian factors, 
where he served for a 
was imprisoned for about half a 
year. At last he escaped and 
reached Holland, after much gut- 
fering and privation. He secured 
ald in coming to the United States 
through the American minister. 

Formerly a wealthy man in 
Hungary, the war and deprecia- 
tion of money values left him al- 
most penniless. When he arrived 
in America he was recognized as 
a singer of unquestionable merit, 
and since has appeared through- 
out the East and Middle West.

Guani of Uruguay, its president, 
says the the March session which 
adjourned today was one of the 
best in the history of the League 
so far as concerns the achieve- 
ment of practical results. 

He beHeves that the interpreta- 
tion of the covenant of the League 
presented by the special commis- 
sion of 2 appointed for the 
purpose has given the organization 
new force. Alluding to the jurists’ 
report on the right to employ coer- 
cive measures, he asserte that 
political consideration did not per- 
mit a more precise solution at 
present. Nevertheless President 
Guani declared the salient fact was 
that all had recognized the Coun- 
eus competency to act in inter- 
national difficulties endangering 
peace; hence the moral and politic- 
al influence of the League would 
be greater and more decisive in 
the future.

| PARIS, March 16.—The Tahiti 
Islands in the South Pacific want 
to become American because they 
are dissatisfied with the French 
colonial regime, according to 
Pierre Mille, writing in the Quoti- 
ditn this morning. 

The writer states that the islands 
are entirely isolated from France, 
and Indo-China without cable or 
wireless connection and only a 
half dozen French boats yearly call 
there, leaving the population de- 
pendent on the Americans and 
English.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 15. 
Brig.-Gen. Richard Henry Pratt, 
U.S. A., retired, founder and or- 
ganizer of the Industrial School 
for Indians at Carlisle, Pa., and its 


superintendent for a quarter of a 
century, died here today. 

Gen. Pratt was 83 years of age. 
He served with the Union forces 
throughout the Civil War and con- 
tinued in service until his retire- 
ment in 1903. He was provost 
marshal for the District of North- 
ern Alabama in the summer and 
fall: of 1864, and inspector and 
judge advocate of the Fifth Cav- 
alry Military Division of Mississippi 
from December, 1864, to the close 
of the war. 

It was at Gen. Pratt’s suggestion 
that the Carlisle School was or- 
ganized in 1879. He was its su- 
perintendent until 1904. He fa- 
vored citizenship for the American 
Indian, and did — writ- 
ing on that subject.

Foods; Dutch Nation Expresses Desire for Pan-

CHINA AWAKENS 

American wheat and flour are 
the only two American foodstuffs 
which promise to be in smaller de- 
mand in China this year than in 
1923, says Assistant Trade Com- 
missioner John H. Nelson, Shang- 
hai, in a report to the Department 
of Commerce. 

“The 1923 conditions in the mar- 
ket for these two commodities, 
namely, China’s wheat crop failure 
simultaneously with a world-wide 
superabundance of wheat, are not

years,” says Mr. Nelson. “The nor- 
mal reaction will be.greatly in- 
creased acreage for Chinese wheat, 
which will lessen materially the 
Chinese demand for a volume of 
foreign wheat or flour approaching 
that of the current season. The 
superiority of Canadian and Ameri- 
can wheat and flour over Chinese, 
such as higher flour yield from 
wheat, cleanliness, uniformity and 
lasting qualities always give these 
a decided preference among the 
ever-increasing number of modern 
flour mille in China and will un- 
doubtedly give these ‘commodities a 
constantly widening market, but 
the fact should not be lost sight 
of that the annual norma! in- 
creased consumption will be a far- 
lesser volume than that of 1923 
for some time to come. 


“Other American foodstuffs, such 
as dried, tinned and fresh fruits 
and vegetables, groceries, confec- 
tionery, fish and provisions have 
registered decided increases during 
the past year which show every 
promise of further improvement. 
American manufacturers, pro- 
ducers and distributors are awak- 
ening to the fact that the old bug- 
bear of small Chinese per capita 
purchasing power, or given in an- 
other version that goods must be 
cheap for ready quantity sale in 
this market, is entirely false and 
erroneous. Intensive, intelligent 
sales campaigns have proven as 
productive in the Chinese market 
as in any other and we find Cali- 


| fornia raisins, fruits and vege- 


tables being sold not to the in- 
significantly small foreign popula- 
tion of China, but to the Chinese 
themselves. American chewing 
gum, canned goods, fish, confec- 
tionery of all kinds, groceries, 
pickles and practically all lines of 
American foodstuffs are rapidly 
assuming an important part in our 
China trade. Manufacturers are 
sending their own representatives 
to make a first-hand study of the 


Chinese market, influenced largely, 
no doubt, by the marked success 
of the few pioneers in these lines. 
In recent months a number of 
manufacturers of foodstuffs have 
sent factory representatives to co- 
operate with the local distributors 
in broadening their sales organiza- 
tions. Several, in addition to these 
already established, are seriously 
interesting themselves in organis- 
ing independent sales and distribu- 
tion units. From the widely in- 
creasing variety of American food- 
stuffs appearing on this market, 
the present movement away from 
jobbers and commission houses to 
live-wire sales organizations, the 
increased volume of foodstuffs im- 
ported this year as against all oth- 
ers, and the general opinion of the 
trade, all are indicative of an ac- 
tive, increasing market for 1924 
for American foodstuffs.” 


AGAIN TO BARTER 


The revival of the ancient bar- 
ter trade betwen Norway's pro- 
vince of Finmark and the White 
Sea district of Russia is indicated 
by official statements of the so- 
viet government to the effect that 
this trade will again be declared 
free. According to Consu) George 
Nicholas Ifft, Bergen, in a report 
to the Department of Commerce, 
this barter has been in existence, 
independent of any commercial 
treaties, for many . hundreds of 
years, and is one of the few in- 
stances of barter trade now sur- 
viving in Europe. It ceased, more 
or less, during the war, owing to 
conditions in Northern Russia. The 
goods traded are flour, flax, hemp, 
rope, bark timber and pitch from 
Russia exchanged for dried and salt 
fish from Finmark.

Continued growth of the coffee 
industry in India 10 indicated by

The yield per acre increased 
to 296 pounds from 2023 pounds.

GERMAN HARVEST 
According to the German official 


crop estimates, the total yields of 
the 1923 harvest in Germany (ex- 
cepting the Saar district) were as 
follows: Total bread grains in- 
cluding wheat, spelt and ry, 
9,737.0%% tons as compared with 
7,305,000 in 1922; potatoes, 32, 
581,000 tons compared with 40, 
665,000 in 1922. In the same of- 
ficial report it is stated that the 
German harvest for 1923, with the 
exception of garden vegetables, in- 
cluding potatoes, was, in general, 
considerably better than in 1922. 
Of particular importance are the 
more favorable results of the 
bread grain harvest. In the coarse 
grains the greatly increased yield 
of oats and summer barley is 
if importance, Considerably less 
than in 1922, however. were the 
results for garden vegetables. This 

seen particularly in the case 
of potatoes, a decrease of about 
20 per cent and in sugar beets 19 
per cent. The harvest of garden 
vegetables in 1922, however, was 
exceptionally favorable and can 
hardly be taken as a basis of com- 
parison. The general good result 
of the harvest of 1923 can be 
traced to favorable weather condi- 
tions on one hand during the time 
of development of field products.

Economic Factors Often 


Rules; National Association Issues Booklet 


Overlooked in Framing 


It was discovered that there are 
many cities in the country that 
have some provisions in their 


building codes, not required by 


considerations of safety, that un- 
necessarily militate against the 
igrowth or symmetrical develop- 
ment of the city or against par- 
| ticular sections of it. On the other 
hand, there is a growing apprecia- 
tion of the economic effects of 
building regulations and a tend- 
ency to recast codes accordingly. 
CITY DEVELOPMENT 

“The development of a city is 
closely related to the laws con- 
trolling building construction,” 
Says the monograph. “This casual 
connection should be understood 
and considered in compiling a 
building code. Capital is not at- 
tracted to investment in building 
construction when the income is 
not sufficient to pay operating ex- 
penses, fixed charges, and a rea- 
sonable return on the investment. 
No political legerdemain, no act 
of Congress or of State legislature 
or city council can alter this eco- 
nomic fact. If the city of 50,000 
with low rental values requires 
construction as expensive as that 
required by the city of half a mil- 
lion with high rental values, the 
income from a building Will or- 
dinarily be insufficient te pay over- 
head Maintenance

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Is the city’s building code so framed 
as to promote or retard the development of the city? This question is 
being raised in many cities, according to a monograph, “Building Codes | 
in City Development,” just issued in booklet form by the National Lum 
ber Manufacturers’ Association here, which has been conducting, as a 
contribution to scientific city building, an exhaustive survey and study 
of American buijding codes as affecting urban growth. 


This same reasoning will apply to 
different sections in the same city 
and to variations in ‘the use of 
buildings.”

tax CABIZ—EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH) 

STOCKHOLM, March 15. — 
Sweden's foreign trade turnover 
during January of this year shows 
a marked increase as compared 
with the corresponding figures for 
January, 1323. Both the exports 
and imports are considerably lars - 
er in volume, though the import 
surplus for the month amounts to 
a value of about $7,000,009. 
Among the standard Swedish 
products which show increased ex- 
ports this year are mechanical and 
chemical wood pulp, newaprint, ce- 
ment, pig iron, matches, dynamos, 
cream separators, and ball bear- 
ings. On the other hand, there 
have been decreased shipments of 
iron ore, sawn and planed lumber, 
and telephone instruments. The 
exports of Swedish herring were 
nearly three times es large as in 
January last year, and there is a 
similar ratio of increase over last 


ber. 

The Swedish market for Amert- 
can cereals and other products 
continues to be excellent, most of 
the ittems showing marked in- 
creases over January of last year. 
The cotton imports during Jan- 
uary totaled 3500 tons, as against 
1540 tons during December and 
2064 during January, 1923. I- 
luminating and lubricating oils, 
chiefly from the United Stat 
show increased imports, while gas- 
oline shows a decrease. The mar- 
ket for automobiles, judging from 
the import figures, is now pretty 
well stocked, but the imports of 
motorcycies during the month 
have tripled the figures for Jan- 
uary last year. A lively activity 
in ‘the shoe and leather industry 10 
forecast by unusually large im- 
ports of hides and tanning mate- 
rials. In fact, the general indus- 
trial situation in Sweden is highly 
satisfactory, judgi from the un- 
employment statistics, since thera 
were only 16,100 unemployed at 
the beginning of this year, as com- 
pared with 56,000 one year pre- 
vious.

Japan Purchases Huge Total 
in January 


Oak Takes First Place in 
Hardwood List 


The total exports of wood and 
manufactures thereof from tho 
United States during January, 
1924, were valued at $8,100,756, 
compared with $5,748,574 for the 


same month last year, an increase 
of approximately 29 per cent, ac- 
cording to A. E. Broadle, as- 
sistant chief of the lumber di- 
div ison, Department of Commerce. 
For the seven months ending Jan- 
vary, 1924, the total value of 
these exports amounted to 348. 
748,862, compared with $33,- 
988,773 for 1923, an approximate 
increase of 30 per cent. 

Exports of logs and round tim- 
ber in January included 15,615,- 
000 feet of cedar,. 844.000 feet of 

Douglas fir, and 408,000 of South- 
ern yellow pine. Exports of hewn 
and sawn timber for the same 
month included 86, 849,000 feet 
of Dougias fir, of which 4,732,000 
feet was treated,“ (new item 
jrommencing January.) The prin- 
cipal markets for the “untreated 
were: Japan, 68,129,000 feet, Chi- 
na, 9,102,000 feet; Australia, 3,-

BOLIVIA MINING IS 
REPORTED EXCELLENT 


The optimistic tone which pre- 
vailed in Bolivia last month ap- 
pears to have been justified by the 
course of events during the month 
Just closing, says Consul Dayle C. 
McDonough of the State Depart- 
ment in a cable from La Paz. The 
mining industry is in a flourishing 
condition and local ‘exchange has 
increased materially in value. The 
condition of government finances, 
too, has shown marked improve- 
ment during the past month. 

Tin mining was never in such 
@ prosperous condition as at pres- 
ent and a large number of small 
mines have been opened. Lead 
and asallver mines are also in a 
flourishing condition. American 
engineers have promoted a com- 
pany in Chile which is intended 
to engage in the mining of tin in 
Bolivia. The capital of this or- 
ganization is reported to be 3,- 
000,000 pounds sterling. 

Export trade was active during 
February and imports are increas- 
ing in volume. Stocks of imported 
goods generally are low. Flour 
stocks are low but a large amount 
is soon to arrive. Rice is scarce 
but large ordérs have been placed 
in Hongkong and Hamburg. The 
partial failure of the Bolivian 
crop will undoubtedly increase the 
demand for this commodity. 

There is an active demand for 
foodstuffs and construction ma- 
terials. Large orders for cement, 
iron and steel are being placed in 
Europe as their prices are lower 
than are those offered by . 
can firme. 


JAPANESE SHIPPING 
HAS ACTIVE YEAR 


Japanese shipping had a more 
active year in 1923 than an since 
the shipping depression began, says 
Assistant Trade Commissioner A. 
Bland Calder in a report to the 
Department of Commerce. 

At the beginning of 1928 there 
were approximately 112,000 tons 
of shipping tied up in Japanese 
waters. On December 15, there 
were only 42,037 tons of idle ship- 
ping in home ports, of which 28. 
203 tons were small wooden ves- 
sels. Only four ships larger than 
1000 tons were unemployed. 

Since the earthquake, there have 
been unusually heavy imports of 
foreign tonnage into Japan. Be- 
tween September 1 and December 
15, a total of thirty-five ships with 
a tonnage of 202,330 tons were 
purchased abroad, largely in an- 
ticipation of the increased demand 
for tonnage for shipments of sup-

shortage of oxygen and acetylene 
in this section of the country. Of- 
ficers of the firm are A. H. Peir, 
president; A. R. Chandler, vice- 
president and treasurer, and C. T. 


Butler, secretary. 

Because of Los Angeles’ free- 
dom from smoke, it is possible to 
produce almost absolutely pure 
oxygen here, explains Mr. Arnoll. 
This, he further points out, would 
be an impossibility in Pittsburg. 
The barometric conditions are 
euch as also to be conducive to 
this tyne of manufacture, a vari- 
ance of more than ten points be- 
ing unheard of here. The Western 
Oxygen Company has neyer had to 
install a steam boiler to keep its 
oxygen pipes from freezing. 

While the bulk of the oxygen 
produced in the local plant goes 
for ex-acetylene welding, it is so 
pure as to make it suitable. tor 
medicinal purposes, according to 
President Peir of the company. In 
building the local plant, Los An- 
geles products were used in pref- 
erence to others. 


POOR CROPS IN PERU 
BUT BUSINESS GOOD 


Business in Peru was somewhat 
less active during February than 
it was in January, due in large 


ports received from the cotton dis- 
tricts, says a cable from Lima to 
the Department of Commerce.

VENEZUELAN IMPROVEMENT 


The general business situation 
in Venezuela during February 
continued to show improvement, 
though some industries are not yet 
prospering, Consul T. W. Vvetter 
of the State Department cables 
from Caracas. Collections were 
reported to be very gocd and there 
was an increasei local demand fer 
funds both for handling the cof- 
fee crop and for merchandise. 
Thcre was considerable demand 
for local securities at improved 
rrices, indicating confidence and 
faith in the stability of the im- 
proved conditions. The cattle tn- 
dustry continued to be very stag- 
nant, though the cattle interests 
are hopeful that the reopening of 
the packing plant at Puerto Ca- 
bello in the near future may help 
this industry. 


ELECTRICAL EXPORTS 
FOR JANUARY SHOWN 


Preliminary figures giving the 
United States exports of electrical 
goods for the first month of 1924 
show a total of $7,652,215 worth 
of material shipped, an amount 
well above the average of 1923 
and substantially greater than the 
exports for the same month a year 
ago.

The division of hygiene, of 
course, includes both the division 
of housing and sanitation, but we 
call this the division of hygiene 
because a great many of the ques- 
tions that come up for the sani- 
tary engineer to pass on are ques- 
tions of hygiene, and in addition 
to that. we expect Los Angeles to 
rapidly, become an industrial cen- 
ter, and we expect to keep one ex- 
pert on smoke and odor abate- 
ment, and to inspect industrial es- 
tablishments for dusts, ventilation, 
humidity, all forms of air. pollu- 
tion and viliation, sanitation and 
disposal of ind wastes and 
sanitary sewage. 


GRADUATE NURSES 


We have two women inspectors, 
graduate nurses, who have taken 
a course in public health and speak 
Spanish. These women are inval- 
unable to this department in settling 
dificult housing problems among 
the foreign population, in entering 
large industrial establishments 
where women are employed, and 
in visiting girls’ Gormitories, nurses 
homes and sanatoriums, etc. 

The hygiene of public camps ts a 
very serious problem and we have 
a retired captain from the Sani- 
tary Corps of the United States 
Army, giving his whole time to 
these camps. Our object is to make 
these camps clean and a decent 
place to live in without allowing 
sufficient housekeeping privileges 
to induce permanent occupancy. 


ENFORCES LAWS 

The division of sanitation en- 
forces all the sanitary ordinances 
in the city. Inspects the city for 
insanitary conditions, amd enforces 
the abatement of nuisances. It 
especially investigates all cases of 
pollution of the Los Angeles Riv- 
Jer, soll pollutions, sea wastes and 
harbor pollution; refuse dumps, in- 
cinerators and rodent control. 

In the outlying and suburban 
districts, the inspectors of the san- 
itary division inspect the houses 

a do all housing work, exactly 
the same as in the housing divi- 
sion. 

The division of housing is a 
most important division in the gen- 
eral scheme of the hygiene of the 
public. We have never had suf- 


work on Los Angeles. We have 
barely touched the worst places. 
The city has been shamefully neg- 
lected in this respect. 


HAVE INSPECTORS 


At the present time, we only 
have eight men working on hous- 
ing tn Los Angeles proper, and one 
of those is working on checking 
house court plans his entire time.

WASHINGTON, March 15.—On 
December 31, 1923, there were 
15,092,177 motor vehicles in use 
in the United States, according to 
statistics collected by the bureau 
of public roads of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Dur- 
ing the past year the number reg- 
istered increased by 2,853,802 ve- 
hicles, a greater increase than in 
any preceding year. 
This increase which is 187,000 
registrations greater than the gain 
in any other year means that the 
public demand for road improve- 
ment, already strong, will be 
strengthened and a more general 
use of the road, particularly in 
a business and commercial way, 
will result. As indicative of the 
commercial trend motor truck 
registrations now total over one 
and one-half million, the hundred- 
thousand mark having been passed 
in New York, Ohio and Illinois 
and the fifty-thousand mark in 
Indiana, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania.

Blocking which. brings the bas- 
ketball player in bodily contact 
with his opponent is unfair and a 
foul will be called on the blocker.

REWH*HOUSE, private palace of a Brit- 
ish peer, has been leased ty Ambas- 
sador Kellogg for a year or more for 

the American embassy in London.. Cursoh 


is one of London's most famous thorough- 
fares. But Crewe house has an intrinsic in- 
terest of its own.. It was erected by E- 
ward Shepherd, who built what is known 
as Shepherd's market, about 1735, and who 
was responsible for many other buildings 


about Mayfair. From him it ultimately} 


came into the possession of Lord Wharn- 
cliffe, and the house was named after him. 
It remained in the possession of his fam- 
fly until 1899, some time after which the 
earl of Crewe purchased it for about $450,- 
000 and changed its name to Crewe House. 


The building, palatial in epportionment, 
stands in a pleasant oasig of trees and 
shrubs, lying back from the main thorough- 
fare. From the latter it is not only 
screened by a wall, but by a hedge, and 
this together with the creeper-covered en- 
trance lodge gives it a rus in urbe appear- 
ance which is unique among London houses. 
The mansion itself is a wide-fronted build- 
ing, decorated by four Ionic columns and 
by large semicircular bays at either end 
and is eloquent of the early Georgian days 
when the young men of family made the 
grand tour, and returned home full of the 
beauties of Greece and Rome, which they 
did what they could to apply to the do- 
mestic architecture of gland.

Indian mothers are real mothers. Their 
greatest passion is mother love, not a pam- 
pering, sheltering, foolish love, but a great 
tender love that seeks always what is best 
for the child regardless of the mother’s 
wishes or the child's own desire. 


Early Life Simple 


HE first years of an Indian's life are 

very simple. Outside of being fed with- 
out having to catch his own dinner, there 
is not much to choose between his exist- 
ence and that of any other healthy young 
animal. He and his little companions dart 
about in the sunshine and rain as naked as 
little brown Kewpies. I have never seen 
a deformed Indian baby or one with spinal 
trouble. Why? Because the mothers grow 
up living natural lives, they dress in loose- 
fitting,. sensible clothes, they wear flat- 
heeled shoes of moccasins, they eat plain 
nourishing food, they walk and ride and 
work until almost the minute the child is 
born. They take the newborn babe to a 
water hole, bathe it, then strap lt on a 


straight board with ite little spine abso-|

six months of its existence.

Different tribes celebrate the birth of a 
child in different ways.

Then a 
great feast and thanks offering celebration 
is held. Each relative brings an ear of 
corn to the mother and gives a name to the 
child, It may receive twenty or more 
names at this feast and yet in later life. 
choose a name for itself or be given an- 
other name by the mother. 

Not so much ceremony greets the Navajo 
baby. Navajo mothers are far too busy 
and baby additions are too common in her 
wigwam to get excited about. The mother 
bathes herself and child in cold water,

Starch Foods 


R. THOMAS J. ALLEN write: 

“Vegetarians are often short-lived be- 
cause of the drain on vitality made by 
heavy starch foods, as cereals and pota- 
toes. A flesh diet often seems successful 
because it avoids the waste of vitality re 
quired to digest the heavy starch of wheat, 
corn and potatoes. Sterch alone will not 
Support life; but lean meat with animal fat 
will; even lean meat alone will for a while. 
One may be starving on heavy starch foods 
and show a decided improvement on chang- 
ing to a whole meat diet. 

“This does not prove, as some doctors 
argue, that a meat diet is fit for man. It 
proves that starch stuffing causes starva- 
tion. One-third of the people you meet on 
the street are too thin; because they can- 
not digest starch; one-third are overweight 
because they can digest starch easily and 
too much of it. Starch should be fur- 
ed in its proportions, cooked in the 
best way.” 


Faith Healing 
BELIEVE that God or Nature will 
overcome the natural effects of our 
ignorance, laziness, and viciousness by 
wonders, signs, and metaphysics, or to de- 
ny the existence of sickness, sin, and suf- 
fering, must lead inevitably to intellectual 
and moral stagnation and degeneration.

numbed and paralyzed. Unprejudiced ob- 
servers who come in close contact with 
metaphysicians cannot help perceiving the 
pernicious effect of their subtle sophistries 
on reason and character. 

“A chronic invalid who had been under 
the treatment of a faith healer for several 
years exclaimed, when we gave her our 
various instructions for dieting, bathing, 
breathing exercises, etc.: ‘How glad I am 
that you give me something to do! I fear I 
have been imposing too long on the good- 
ness of the Lord, expecting Him to do my 
work for me.’

cities. This work went on year after year. 
Of course, social life was practically elimi- 
nated by such a schedule of labor. My only 
leisure for years was in the afternoon 
hours when my friends were busy. One 
night in the week was my holiday, and this 
I invariably spent in the theater or at some 
other entertainment which kept nervous 
tension up to the ordinary limit of the 
other six nights. 


“Amid such conditions it was only natural 
that very early 1 should cast about for 
some method of insuring myself against the 
ordinary allments of life or that special 
malady of the newspaper man, nervous 
break-down. Up to my twenty-eighth year 

I had given very little thought to any sys- 
tematic method of life. I had eaten irregu- 
larly and often immoderately of things 
which I liked, and had given no attention 
to the nutritive value. of foods. At that 
(ay my capacity for work was frequently 
uced by heavy colds and severe head- 
aches. I determined to arrange a diet pro- 
gram that should eliminate stomach trouble

Time and 
time again I have found more than twenty 
blooms on a stalk, and several times more 
than thirty. The most prolific one I have 
ever seen was growing in Eagle Rock City 
a few years ago, where it stood on the 
north side of a house. It carried almost 
fifty flowers and buds. | 

The Leopard Lily has a greater adapt 
ability than most lilies of the wild. It does 
well in our gardens, if given about the same 
conditions to which it was accustomed in 
the wild. It must have good rich soil— 
black loam with a little sand—a 
fair degree of moisture, and some shade. 
Those for our valley gardens should come 
from the lower parts of the canyons. Those 
from an altitude of four or five thousand 
feet—which is the upper limit of its range 
—will not do so well down in the valley, 
for they are accustomed to a considerable 
degree of frost. 

A detailed description of the Leopard 
Lily is scarcely needed here: As if any- 
body could mistake it for anything else, or 
anything else for it! Its whoried leaves 
unmistakably mark the plant long before 
it comes into bloom. And when it blooms, 
there is no other lily with the same orange 
red petals, blotched with maroon. Every 
feature of the flower is distinctive and 
characteristic. Where for richness of ef- 
fect can its dark-brown velvety anthers 
be matched?

It is the flower of the Lemon Lily that 


has made it famous. With the possible ex- 
ception of the Washington Lily of the 


Sierra Nevadas—of which it is considered 


by some to be only a variety—it may be 


counted “rarest and most beautiful” of Cal“ 


fornia lilies. It is of a mon color, 


rather sparingly spotted in a deeper tone, 


and carries such a heavy fragrance that 
were it not of so pleasing a quality it 
would be objectionable to many persons. 
Its beauty. and attractiveness have been 
its undoing. 


Prolific as it is, in locations suited to its 


prosperity, it is no longer to be found with- 
in easy walking distance of any road that 
can be traveled by an automobile. Ten 
years ago it grew in every wet meadow 
and along every little stream in the region 
traversed by the Rim-of-the-World Road. To- 
day you can drive the whole length of that 
highway during July, its blooming season, 
and never see a single Lemon Lily! Re- 
garding the ruthless treatment of this 
queen of flowers by man in the region just 
mentioned, I can no more vividly paint the 
situation thah by quoting a few lines that 
I wrote in 1920:

ing day, June 7. 


In the ascent to the North Col after the 
recent snowfall we considered that an ava- 
lanche was to be feared only in one place. 

There we 
could afford to run no risk; we must test 
the snow and be certain that it was safe 
before we could cross this slope. Probabiy 
we should be obliged to leave our loads be- 
low it, having gained, as a result of our 
day’s work, the great advantage of a track.

Lilium the bulb is a mass of scales, which 
we must handle very carefally to keep 
from falling apart, while that of the Hes- 
perocallis is solid, and is covered with a 
close-fitting coat. The bulb of the Deser} 
Lily is well nigh imperishable; and it has 
need to be, for 
through several seasons for an opportunity 
to bloom. It must have some little mois- 
ture with which to begin the growth that 16 
to culminate in the flower-laden stalk. An 
inch or so of rain in the late fall or early 
winter is sufficient to start it off, but there 
are often years in a row when the desert 
doesn’t get that much rainfall at the right 
season; so the bulb has to lie and wait. 
After it once gets started, the plant busies 
itself for two or three months with grow- 
ing a bunch of crinkly blue-green leaves, 
which are lighter-colored on the edges and 
are folded lengthwise. An additional inch 
of rain during this time will help the 
growth amazingly, although the plant will 
very likely go right on with its program, 
if it doesn’t get any more than that first 
inch or two. It will not be quite so fine 
and prosperous, that’s all. its flower-stalk 
will not rise more than ten or twelve 
inches, and will probably have no more 


been three or four inches of rainfall, it 
would have been three feet tall and would 
have produced thirty or forty blooms. If 
the rain does not come during the fall or 
fairly early in the winter, the bulb starts 
no growth. Spring rains, however gener- 
ous, seem to have no effect upon it. 


Flower Stalk Appears 


BOUT the middie of February . the 
flower-stalk makes, its appearance, and 
grows so rapidly that by the first of March 
it may be fifteen or twenty inches tall, 
with a four or five-inch spike of buds at the 
top, the lowermost ones of which are about 
to open. As these lower ones open—two 
or three daily—the spike continues to 
elongate and produce new buds at the top. 
Two or three days of life only are ac- 
corded each flower, which then fades and 
withers away, leaving in its place a seed- 
pod. It is no uncommon thing, during a 
favorable season, for a stalk to produce 
forty well-filled seed-pods. 

The flower of the Desert Lily harmorizes 
beautifully with the foliage of the plant, 
and with the gray-green of the desert gen- 
erally. The petals are white, with a broad 
light-green stripe down the middle of the 
lower side—which gives a decidedly 
greenish cast to the bud before it opens. 
The anthers are yellow, and the stigma is 
white. In shape, the flower resembles our 
common Easter Lily, and it is of about the 
same size. It has a delicate fragrance, 
which is most pronounced in the evening. 

On account of the inhospitable region in 
which it lives, the Desert Lily is safe from 
extermination. Its beauty and attractive- 
ness are such that nothing else could 
saye it.

He finds cure or at 
least relief for his condition. The hysteri- 
cal patient has pain; he dwells on the pain;

Interest in Bud Selection

cording to reports of Agricultural Exten- 
sion work in California for the past year. 


Extension work in grafting and budding 
was done in eleven counties in the State. 
The major part of this work was demon- 
stration of methods of budding and graft- 
ing, and has been of great value because 
many growers have had trees that did not 
come true to name, besides trees of poor 
varieties which they have wished to work 
over to profitable varieties. A great deal 
of work has been done in grafting individ- 
ual trees and border rows of black walnuts 
over to English walnut varieties.

An Opportune Time 


ENERAL world conditions in agrt- 
culture call fer the most thought- 
ful consideration and intelligent leadership 
at this time,” said G. H. Hecke, director 
California Department of Agriculture, re- 
cently, in discussing the present agricul 
tural outlook. “We have been passing 
through a period of general agricultural de- 
pression due to economic conditions of the 
world brought about by the World War. 
Prices of raw agricultural products have 
been such that the purchasing power of the 
dollar received by farmers is not equal in 
value to that which prevailed in the pre- 
war period. The manufactured products 
which the farmer must necessarily buy 
have continued to remain on the high level 
of prices thus causing a problem to produc- 
ers of majors- importance. 


“Probably at no time in the history of ag 
riculture have general conditions been more 
acute in the country at large than during 
the crop season just closed. „For the past 
five years the farm value of soil products of 
the State, according to the California Co- 
operative Crop Reporting Service, is shown 
by the following figures: Grand total value 
of field, fruit and vegetable crops: 1919, 
$567,185,000; 1920, $503,229,000; 1921, $352, 
731,000; 1922, $431,194,000; 1923, $415, 
019,000. A study of these figures shows 
that the farm value of California crops is 
$153,166,000 leas in 1923 than in 1919. The 
years 1919 and 1920 were years of inflated 
prices as a result of conditions following 
the war, but we are now returning to pre- 
war conditions. The general unrest being 
expressed throughout the country is notice- 
able. Movements of various kinds politi- 
cally and economically are in progress, all 
looking foward relieving the economic con- 
dition of the farmer.” (On a more optimis- 
tic view, the director continued:) “The agri- 
cultural possibilities of California at this 
particular time offer attractive inducements 
to those who are seeking new locations for 
farming. We find from the records of com- 
mercial clubs and other organizations in- 
terested in the development of California a 
large movement of people into the State 
looking for new locations to conduct fruit 
growing, live-stock raising, or other agricul- 
tural activities. Farm values in our State 
are now such that the present land owner 
is justified in remaining on the land, and 
this seems to be an opportune time for agri- 
cultural land investments of a substantial 
character and good farm land can now be 
purchased in this State at reasonable prices 
more in harmony with the true productive 
value of the land than for the past few 
years. Inflated farm land values are rapid- 
ly disappearing, particularly in California, 
which condition means that agriculture is 
offering better inducements at this time 
for those who are interested in taking a part 
in the development of our vast agricultural 


resources. 


“The interest which our banking systems 
and business interests of all kinds are tak- 
ing in the farmer’s problems is very en- 
couraging. ‘This is doing much to relieve 
the financial situation which agriculture for 
many years has been experiencing. Modern 
business methods are being applied to agri- 
culture, and ab the farmer becomes success- 
ful so in turn all other lines of industry 
are benefitted. There is much farm land of 
proven agricultural value in California 
which can be purchased at this time at a 
reasonable price. We believe, therefore, 


that the farmers of this State will hesitate 
before disposing of valuable property, and 
those who are looking toward California 
with the idea of engaging in agric#iture 
will find this the most opportune time to 
engage in this industry under our very fav- 
orable agricultural environment.” 


STATE CROP TONNAGE FOR LAST 
YEAR IS LARGEST IN HISTORY 


ECORDING the wealth and diversity of 
California agriculture, as well as com- 
prising a comprehensive and valuable 

source of reference, the recent annual sum- 
mary of the California Co-operative Crop 
Reporting Service shows that the tonnage 
of all crops produced in 1923 was the larg- 
est in history, exceeding by 200,000 tons the 
production of 1922. According to the re- 
port, there were a few abrupt changes in 
the prices of field crops as compared with 
the previous year, but the most important 
decline was in growers’ prices of nearly all 
fruit crops. The acreage harvested of all 
field crops shows a slight decrease when 
compared with 1922, while there was some 
increase in bearing acreage of all fruit 
crops and a decided increase in acreage, 
production and value of the vegetable crop 
as compared with former years. The sum- 
mary, in part, follows. 

This report briefly tells the story of the 
agriculture and horticulture of the State 
during the past year and is a final est 
for 1923 of all crops named, obtained by a 
thorough revision of the est 
mates of acreage and yield per acre, 

THE FIELD CROPS 


There was a 10 per cent increase in the 
acreage devoted to Indian corn as compared 
with 1922. A division of the acreage grown

percentage of corn grown for grain than 
usual. It was estimated that the area 
grown for grain was about 83,000 acres. The 
actual production of grain for market or for 
consumption on the farm would therefore 
amount to only about 2,905,000 bushels. 


The acreage planted for the 1923 wheat 
crop was about 5 per cent greater than for 
the previous year. It was later estimated 
that 8 per cent of the total area planted 
was abandoned, leaving for harvest 748,000 
acres, yielding 16,157,000 bushels valued at 
$17,450,000. Favorable weather conditions 
during April and May resulted in a good 
average yield per acre of very good quali- 

0. 1. 

A few localities material! the 
acreage sown to oats in 1 and the area 
harvested was about 8 per cent larger than 
in 1922. California has never produced large 
amounts of oats and the acreage cut for 
grain is influenced by the percentage cut 
for hay. A revision of the acreage of barley 
harvested in 1922 shows a decrease of 5 
per cent as compared with 1921. Im 1923 a 
still further decrease brings the total area 
down to 1,095,000 acres. The late, cool 
spring was favorable to the crop and in 
most sections of the State a fair average 
yield of good quality was obtained. Of the 
total estimated production in 1923 of 33,-

phases of production and marketing of 

date varieties was evident from the 
discussions of the First Annual Date Grow- 
ers’ Institute held here February 29 and 
March 1 under the auspices of the Agricul- 
tural Extension Service and the Farm Bu- 
reaus of Riverside and Imperial counties. 
The program was participated in by grow. 
ers, Federal experts and State investigators 
of both California and Arizena. . 

The difficulty of rooting date offshots, 
one of the most important — why date 
acreage has increased slowly, has been al- 
most 3 overcome through methods 
worked out simultaneously in California 
and Arizona. Offshoots at the base of the 
palms and at the surface of the ground are 
now rooted by heaping the soll around the 
base of the offshoot until roots start, after 
which the offshoot is severed from the 
parent tree and allowed to become fairly 
well established before transplanting to 
the orchard. 


Offshoots higher up on the trees are 
successfully by building 
around the offshoot bases, filling these 
with soil, peat or manure and keeping it 
moist until rooting takes place, which is 
usually from six to eight months. Large 
flower pots cut in half are used by some 
growers in place of boxes. Because of the 
extreme sensitiveness of the roots of off- 
shoots rooted on the parent palm in the 
above manner, they can be moved with 
safety but a short distance and where they 


phases of production advance in all 


have been transported any considerable dis- 


tance, heavy losses occurred. 

Improved practices in rooting of offshoots 
in canvas houses after removal from the 
trees have greatly reduced the losses on off- 
shoots thet ar rot for planting in the im- 
mediate vicinity. Experiugents are still 
under way to reduce these still fur- 


ther. ase discussions on the rooting of off- 


shoots were*presented by Prof. E. J. Crider, 
University of Arizona, and C. E. Cook and 
Dr. W. R. Faries of* Coachella Valley. 
SCALE UNDER CONTROL 

The handling of the two principal scale 
pests of the date that were introduced with 
the imported offshoots, the Marlatt scale 
and the more serious Parletoria segle, has 
been sufficiently well worked out that the 
present infestations have decreased rapidly. 
A. T. Shamblin of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, in charge of the scale 
eradication work, outlined the steps taken 
thus far and the success that has attended 
the methods used. Frequent spraying, he 
said, has cut down the serious damage of 
the Marlatt scale so that it is negligible 
where application is consistent. 


Drastic measures were required to cut 
down the infestations of the Parietoria 
scale, the results of the torch burning of 
thé seriously infested palms both in Arizona 


and California and careful follow-up work 


have eliminated almost all of the old infes- 
tations. Young offshoota are given a heavy 
fumigation and are sprayed four times to 
free them from this pest, while frequent 
spraying together with deep planting fol- 
lowed by frequent irrigations has given sat- 
isfactory control of Marlatt scale on young 
offshoots. 

In order to take care of the offshoots re- 
ceived in the last importations made, and 
to prevent any further introduction of scale 
pests into the date orchards, four quaran- 
tine nurseries have been established by the 
government, two at Indio, one at Yuma and 
one at Phoenix. The bulk of these impor- 
tations are of the Saidy variety, with a con- 
siderable number of Hayani as well. These 
offshoots are being grown under contract 
with the government; they must remain in 
the nurseries at least twenty years, no off-

been very beneficial. How- 
ever, extremely favorable conditions pre 
valled throughout the harvesting and 
occasioning no loss from 
wet weather such as had been 23 
in several recent years. The acreage har 
vested was 24 per cent less than in 1922. 
but wastage was practically nil. The total 
yield was 56,470,000 bushels. 

An ac increase of about 10 per cent 
is estimated for grain sorghum in 1923. Mar 
ket conditions had improved somewhat and 
many localities throughout the southern 
half of the State materially tncreased the 
acreage planted as compared with the 
previous year. 

The area planted to beans tn 1923 showed 
a decrease of 25,000 acres when compared 
with the previous year; the decrease being 
confined to lima beans. This estimate in 
cluded 100,000 acres of lima beans, 
“large” and “small,” and 199,000 acres of 
“beans other than limas.” There was 
little, if any, change in the area planted.to 
the different varieties of “beans other than 
limas,” although there were some changes 
noted in the estimated production of the 
different varieties. High temperatures oc 
curred during the early part of September, 
when some beans in the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin valleys were in blossom, and 
materially decreased the average yield per 
acre in a few localities. The harvesting 
and threshing period was almost ideal, 
eliminating practically all losses on account 
of early frosts or rains. 


The 1923 production for all varieties, ip 
100-pound bags, is as follows: Limas, 1,068, 
000; Small Whites, 380,000; Large Whites, 
95,000: Pinks, 675,000; Blackeyes, 250,000; 
Red Kidneys, 40,000; Cranberries, 88,000;

Estimates for 1923 show a decrease in 
the acreage of grains cut for hay and an 
increase in the acreage of alfalfa as com- 
pared with last year. In addition to these 
two main tame hay crops there are ap 
proximately 155,000 acres of clover, time 
thy, clover and timothy mixed, other culti- 
vated grasses, and annual legumes. 

The potato acredge in California de 
creased from 76,000 acres in 1922 to 52,000 
acres in 1923. This decline in potato plant- 
ings was brought about by the two previous 
years of adverse market conditions. The 
greatest reductions were confined to the 
early potato crop as a whole and to the 
late crop in the San Joaquin River Delta. 
Climatic conditions were favorable for po- 
tatoes during 1923, and the yield and qual- 
ity both proved satisfactory. The total pro 
duction was 7,800,000 bushels. . 

A decrease of 25 per cent was noted in 
the area planted to sweet potatoes as com- 
pared with 1922. This was largely brought 
about by unprofitable production in 1921 
and 1922. The yields during the past year- 
were satisfactory, totaling 690,000 bushels, 
and the quality exceedingly good. 

The estimate of the acreage and produc 
tion of sugar beets for 1923 is based on 
the reports of the sugar factories made be 
fore harvest. The run had not been com- 
pleted so these figures may be subject to 
revision. There was a slight increase in 
the acreage last year and quite an improve- 
ment in average yield per acre when com- 
pared with previous years. An estimate of 
the sugar produced from this year’s 
amounts to 97,000 tons as com with 
73,000 tons in 1922; 171,301 tons in 1921; 
1 tons in 1920 and 131,172 tons in 

From 1917 to the present date the est 
mate of cotton acreage and production in 
California has also includéd all the cotton 
grown in that part of Imperial Valley, 
which lies in Lower California, Mexico. 
This has been deemed advisable due to the 
dificulty of segregating that quantity of 
seed cotton that is often’ brought across 
the international boundary line to Califor- 
nia gins, and which is included in the 
amount of cotton reported to the Bureau of 
Census as ginned in California. Frequently 
the entire crop is marketed through Califor 
nia. Cultural conditions are nearly identi- 
cal in both sections of Imperial Valley. 

The season of 1923 was very favorable for 
the production of good cotton yields in Calt- 
fornia. There was no important damage 
suffered from plant diseases or insect pests. 
Through the southern valleys of the State 
an unusually cool summer was experienced 
which prevented the usual loss from heat

SURVEY BEING MADE 
NEW RESERVOIR 


Sy Vv. 

PRRRIS—The city of Perris is having 
survey made of a suitable site for a large 
reservoir to supplement the present tank 
with which the city system is supplied at 
the present, time. This reservoir will be 
built west of the town, at a sufficient 
vation to produce a good pressure. 
For a long time it has been realized that 
Perris should provide a larger water sup- 
ply in order that the settlement of. the 
townsite, in small poultry ranchés, might 
be encouraged. 
About two years ago the water rates 
were revised to encourage a moderate use 
of water for irrigation purposes, with such 
encouraging results that the present de- 
velopment been undertaken. The city 
owns two excellent wells, capable of pro 
ducing several times the amount of water 
used, but lack of storage has thus far held 
back encouraging of the free use of 
water through lowered rates. 
The new project is to be financed, if pos- 
sible, without any further banding of “the 
gity. The Council has accumulated a com- 
fortable balance, which, with a small tax 
levy, will put in the reservoir. The entire 
debt still outstanding for the system is only 
$18,200, while the system is easily worth, 
at a conservative estimate, $50,200, and is 
not only the basis of the community’s new 
hope for growth, but is a paying proposi- 
tion. It meets all current expenses, pro-

shoot showing any Parletoria scale can be 
moved. When the palms become estab- 
lished and start producing offshoots, under 
the terms of the contract, three-fifths of 
the offshoots will be sold to the public in 
lots of from five to fifty, one-fifth will be 
retained by the contractor and one-fifth 
turned over to the government. Under a 
further agreement the contractor may sell 
his offshoots at a price not to exceed that 
laid down in the first contract, or $3 each 
for the first ten. years and $4 each for the 
second ten years. This price will also be 
asked for the three-fifths share for public 
sale. Of the 9000 offshoots imported, about 
4000 will probably grow into trees. It is 
estimated that twenty-five offshoots will be 
produced from each tree that develops. No 
further importances are anticipated by the 
government authorities, and they believe 
that the industry will be built up on the 
varieties now growing in this country. 


NEW POLLENIZER INVENTED 


flowers of the female palms has long been a 
tedious and exacting operation with the 
growing of dates. Roland Reed of Imperial 
aroused the interest of the institute by the 
description of a device designed by him 
which greatly reduces the time and effort 
required for pollination work and does the 
work more effectively as well. By means of 
a small bore copper tube thrust through 
the center of a long bamboo pole, pollen is 
blown from a bottle attached at the base 
by means of an atomizer bulb, a few squees- 
es of the bulb are sufficient to distribute 
the pollen on each cluster of flowers. 

In the ripening and packing processes, 
rapid strides have been made through artl- 
ficial ripening under control conditions of 
temperature and moisture; pasteurization 
and dehydration combined have given a 
greatly improved product that can be stored 
and shipped with much less loss.

A farmer hatching his own chicks 
knows the quality of chicks he can expect. 


|| The commercial hatchery business has de- 
veloped to a very remarkable extent in 


the United States in the last two years. 
Some of the hatchery men have estimated 


of hatcheries, each varying in capacity from 
a few thousand to several hundred thou- 
sand chicks. 

“The question of importance to a pur- 
chaser of baby chicks is the source of 
supply of eggs for the hatcheries.

HOLTVILLE. — Experiments conducted 
by W. W. Mackie and L. G. Goar, at the 
Meloland Agricultural Experiment Station, 
on the spacing and date of 
Dwarf Milo, bring out results of 
value to growers in Imperial Valley. The 
College of Agricultural will carry similar 
experiments at Kearney Park, Fresno, and 
at Davis, according to Prof. John W. 
Gilmore, head of the Division of Agronomy. 

The spacing tests were made to cover 
a wide variation in width of rows, and spac 
ing in the row. For the former, the range 
was from 30 to 90 inches, and for the latter 
the vange was from 6 to 24 inches. The re- 
sults. indicate that 64 by 9 inches, or 486 
square inches per plant, gave the best 
viels for rows 54 inches apart (6480 pounds 
grain per acre.) The best yields for 
spacing, in the row favored the 16-inch 
spacing, where rows were 42 inches apart 
(6863 pounds grain per acre.) 

The wider spacing of plants in the row, 
rather than the wider spacing of rows with 
closer planting, appears therefore to pro- 
mote the highest yields.

Under the provi- 
sions of this act, the various State depart- 
ments of agriculture established the Farm 
Bureau, whose name was later changed to 
the Agricultural Extension Service when the 
farmers, organizing on their own initiative 
under the name Farm Bureau, commenced 


C. activities which could not properly come 


under the government service: The farm 
adviser, who is under Agricultural Extension 
Service, while not a member of the Farm 
Bureau, co-operates fully with that body, 
since it is the members of that organization 
which he desires to reach. 

Conservation of irrigation water, the 
speaker held to be one of the greatest prob- 
lems confronting the people of Southern 
California today. He said that because 
much of the land, for centuries before its 
reclamation, was desert, it will not now 
take irrigation water satisfactorily without 
scientific treatment, and that on account of 
the large amount of salts and mineral de- 
posits in some two-thirds of the land in 
Southern California, irrigation and the re- 
sultant evaporation cause a 
militates against the proper distribution of 
moisture. This must be overcome by the 
introduction of organic matter, by the use 
of stable manure, hay or cover crops, he 
says. It is in matters of this kind that the 
Agricultural Extension Service is endeav- 
oring to educate the farmer, the speaker 


on the importance of 
standardising the products of the farm, not 
only to the consumer, who wants to be as- 
sured of the uniformity of the articles he is 
buying, but to the farmer, himself, who can 
always secure better prices for standard 
products. 

In closing, Mr. Wilder asserted that the 
Chino Farm Center to the south of this city, 
with a paid membership of 231, was the larg- 
est in California today and declared its 
progress due to local leadership, having men 
at its head who recognized its true worth 
to the community; and that only with the 
fullest co-operation of every businessmen’s 
organization can the Farm Bureau hope to 
make real progress and attain ultimate suc- 
cess. 


SILOS ARE VALUABLE 


TIPTON—Silos are saving the Anderson- 
Routt Improvement Company many dol- 
lars on the Pragon ranch, gast of Tipton, 
according to B. M. Anderson, manager. 
Mr. Anderson has built two octagonal si- 
los, 24 feet in diameter and 30 feet high, 
with a capacity of 90 tons of chopped al- 
falfa. He uses an ensilage cutter which 
fills his silos at the rate of about three tons 
per hour. The stalk is chopped with the 
leaves and when the ensilage is put in the 
mangers the cows eat the entire mixture, 
thus removing the usual one-third waste 
from rack feeding. Most of the dust is al- 
so removed by a blower as the silo is filled. 
Mr. Anderson says that one man is able to 
feed seventy-two cows with alfalfa ensil- 
age in twenty minutes with a cart on rol- 
lers which is pushed down the aisles be- 
tween the cement-floored mangers. Labor 
and -team costs are also cut materially, he 
says.

Be 
cause of the many small plantings the 
problem of controlling the necessary per- 
centage of fruit to stabilize the market is 
more difficult than in many of the other 
fruit industries. The existence of the ex- 
change is the surest guarantee of satisfac 
tory prices to the small grower and u spe- 
cial effort will be made to secure the sup- 
port of this class of growers. 

Voting power and dues in the new Avoca- 
Exchange are based on the number and 
age of the trees owned by each member. 
Each grower has one vote and pays $5 an- 
nual dues. For each 250 trees or major 
portion of this number that he owns, he is 
entitled to an additional vote. If the trees 
are four years old or older, an additional $5 
is paid for each vote. If the trees are less 
than four years of age, $1 for each addi 
tional vote is charged.

TO DETERMINE STANDARDS 


One of the most important problems at- 
tacked by the Exchange has been that of 
standardization of grades and the formula- 
tion of proper maturity standards. The 
work of the variety committee of the avoca- 
do association has gone far to eliminate a 
host of Se varieties and has 
placed emphasis on a few found to be sw 
perior in several regards. New varieties 
are constantly coming to the front and the 
question of what will be the best commer- 
cial sort is yet to be determined. In even 
the best known varieties, however, there is 
a marked difference in size, quality and ap- 
pearance, as well as in the season in which 
they mature, the latter depending the 
locality and conditions under which they 
are grown. Preliminary classification into 
three grades is now being tried out.

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The eggs were sold on the Santa Cruz 
market and brought in a gross return per 
hen of $5.34. The net return above the 
cost of feed was $5.34, less $1.82 or $3.52 
per bird. However, there are many items of 


expense in keeping chickens other than} 


feed, such as interest on the invested capi- 
tal, taxes, fire insurance, depreciation, etc., 
and these items have been found to amount 


to approximately 40 per cent of the total ex- | 


pense of maintaining a flock of laying hens. 
On this basis, the cost of feed is only 60 
per cent of the total expense so‘ that an 
annual feed cost of $1.82 would mean a 
total expense per hen of $3.03 for a com- 
mercial poultry flock in which no trapnest- 
ing was being done; and a net profit or 
labor income to the owner of the difference 
between the gross income per hen of $5.34 
and the total expense of $3.03, or $2.31 per 
hen for the year. 

The contest flock consumed an average 
of 3.2 pounds of grain, 3.23 pounds of mash 
and 2.4 pounds of greens per month, laid 
an average of 55.8 eggs per 100 hens per day 
and yielded an income equivalent to a new 
profit above every item of expense on a 
commercial poultry farm of 19.25 cents per 
hen per month. 

Production climbed from 33 per cent in 
October, the first month, to 73 per cent in 
April and then slowly dropped back to 38 
per cent in September, the last month. The 
contest flock being all pullets, a large per- 
centage of smaller eggs might be expected 
than from older hens. The flock did well 
in this respect, however, for 65.6 per cent of 
the eggs laid were extras (averaging twen- 
ty-four ounces per dozen,) and 34.4 per cent 
were of pullet size (averaging twenty ounces 
per dozen.)

“The Santa Ana River had a flow of ap- 
proximately 10,000 miner’s inches on Febru- 
ary 15, this year, but has now been reduced 
to 4500 miner's inches, all of which is mone 
diverted into irrigation canals. 


“The first of the year the river was flow- 
ing 15,000 miner’s inches under the Richfield- 
Olive bridge, gradually diminishing as the 
stream proceeded south until at the Ana- 
heim-Olive bridge the flow was down to 
1000 miner’s inches, disappearing altogether 
before the flow reached a point less than 
two miles away.” 


Mr. Ahlborn said that this indicated the 
presence of a vast sink of unknown depth 
between the Olive-Anaheim bridge and the 
West Chapman bridge near here: 

“This sink will store a huge quantity of 
water and is of inestimable value,” he said. 
“The agreement reached between ‘Seas 
county and the two upper counties not to 
commence spreading operations until the 
water has reached this point is undoubted- 
ly of great benefit to this section.”

shedding. In San Joaquin Va the very 
late dry autumn permitted all bolls to open 
which condition has often been reversed 
during other years. 

The California cotton acreage and produc- 
tion (in balea 500 pounds gross) are as fol. 
lows: San Joaquin Valley, 9000 acres, yield 
8653 bales; Riverside county, 23,000 acres, 
yield, 17,324 bales; Imperial county, 51,000 
acres, 23,023 bales: Imperial Valley (that 
part in Mexico) 150,000 acres, yield, 86,000 
bales. The total acreage was 233,000 acres, 
which produced 135,000 bales. 

There are other field crops in addition to 
those enumerated which have. contributed 
to the agricultural wealth of the State the 
past year. Rye is grown sparingly in differ- 
ent parts of the State but it is veryraiifi- 
cult to obtain reliable estimates of theacre- 
age and production. There is a small 
acreage of mustard grown in the Lompoc 
Valley nearly every year. Broom corn was 


season; and a larger acreage than usual of 
sunflowers was planted in the vicinity of 
Modesto and Manteca. 

The most important of minor fleld crops 
is probably that of alfalfa seed. It is esti- 
mated that in 1923, 11,000 acres of alfalfa 
were handled for the production of one seed 
crop. Reports indicated that the 1923 acre- 
age was about 73 per cent of the fptal acre- 
‘age usually harvested. The average yield 
per acre was estimated at 204 pounds, mak- 
ing the total production in 1923 about 1122 
tons. One {tem of agricultural wealth not 
usually considered is that pertaining to the 
production of vegetable and flower seeds, 
bulbs and nursery stocks of all kinds, all 
of which are of increasing importance 
throughout the State. 

DECIDUOUS FRUIT CROPS 

The increased production of apples in 
California in 1923 was due largely to new 
acreage coming into bearing for the first 
time, although favorable conditions the lat- 
ter half of the growing season induced good 
sizing of the fruit which enlarged the total 
production. The commercial crop, or that 


part of the crop packed for market, was 


estimated at about 5,196,000 boxes. Carlot 
shipments to February 1, 1924, totaled 6127 
cars in comparison with 4492 cars to the 
same date last year. The total shipments 
for last year amounted to 4966 cars. The 
tonnage used in the manufacture of cider 
and vinegar is approximately the same as 
the tonnage used for the same purposes in 
1922. The production of dried apples is esti- 
mated to be slightly under the tonnage of 


1932 which. amounted to about 12,500 tons. 
on 


The production of pears in 1923 was less 
than for the previous year, notwithstanding 
some increase of the total bearing acreage. 
Pears shipped to eastern markets brought 
better returns than when sold to canneries. 
For this reason total shipments increased 
to about 7000 cars as compared with 5811 
ears in 1922. The tonnage delivered to the

The apricot crop in California ia — 
was the largest ever produced. The e 
harvested was estimated at about 170,000 
tons, while estimates vary from 30,000 t 
60,000 tons as to the amount unharvested or 
practically wasted. It is believed that the 
tonnage dried was double that of 1922. Ship- 
ments to points out of the State amounted 
to 682 cars in comparison with 193 cars in 
1922 and 285 cars in 1921. The amount 
utilized by the canneries was about 31,000 
tons in 1923 and 71,000 tons the previous 
year. This great difference was largely due 
to the immense holdover of canned aprt 
cots from the 1922 crop. 

There was a good set of prunes through- 
out the entire State but an nn hea 
“drop” occurred in practically all 
on ll districts except the San Joaquia 
Valley. Early forecasts were for a rather 
short crop but late reports indicate that the 
final estimate of 80,000 tons is somewhat 
below the actual tonnage produced. 

The plum crop in 1923 was also the larg- 
est ever produced but from the standpoint 
of returns to the grower the season was 
‘generally unsatisfactory. Interstate ship- 
ments amounted to 5240 cars in com 
with 3478 cars in 1922 and 3099 cars in 
1921. The volume of plums going to the 
canneries has never been very large and 
amounted to only 2600 tons as comparéd 
with 3038 tons in 1922 and 2356 tons in 1921. 
Shipments of cherries from California the 
past year were 612 cars af compared with 
502 cars in 1922 and 665 cars in 1921. The 
fruit sold to the canneries amounted to 9845 
tons as compared with 9293 in 1922 and 
10,800 In 1921.

NEW SHORT COURSE _ 
IN FARM MECHANICS 


A week of instruction in the repairing, 
installing, and adjusting of farm équipment 
for the farmers in California is being 
planned by the agricultural engineering 
division at the University farm, Davis, ac- 
cording to Prof. L. J. Pletcher, head of the 
division. He says that the entire staff of 


twelve men, together with all of the equip- 


? 


ment in the division, will be devoted dur- 
ing the week of May 12 to 17 to the con- 
ducting of the most complete course ever 


_ Offered to farmers in California with re- 


spect to tractors, farm hine and 
farm buildings. 

On announcing this course, Prof. Fletcher 
says: “For the past few years the demand 
has increased for some work along lines 
such as pumps, farm-water supply, light- 
ing and sewage-disposal systems, electric 


motors, steam boilers and engines, and gen- 


eral farm mechanics such as pipe-fitting, 
forging, belt-laeing and tool-sharpening 
The new course is being offered at a time 
when there are no other students at the 
University farm. This wil make the 
dormitories and cafeteria available to 
those enrolling. Special evening entertain- 
ments and lectures are being arranged. 
These will consist of motion pictures, radio 
concerts, and lectures on subjects of inter- 
est to the California farmer. Those inter- 
ested in this course may secure a leafiet 
describing it more completely by writing 
to the ag Itural engineering division, 
University farm, Davis, or by calling on 
the Farm Adviser in their county.” 


CARE OF LEATHER 
URGED BY EXPERTS 
Wen 


Take care ot your leather equipment at 
all times but especially during the wet win 
ter and spring months,” is the recommenda- 
tion of the leather experts ot the Bureau of 
Chemistry, United States Department of 
Agriculture. Farmers are the largest users 
of leather and they are vitally concerned 
in lengthening its life, they say. Harness, 
for instance, of the proper weight and grade 
for the work required, should last fifteen to 
twenty-five years if it is not allowed to be- 
come hard or harsh but is kept smooth and 
flexible by frequent washing and oiling, and 
has been known to last forty years. 

The specialists recommend that harness 
be washed with tepid water and castile 
soap, rinsed in tepid water, and hung up to 
dry. While still moist it should be oiled 
well with Neat’sfoot oil or castor oil with a 
mixture of either with wool grease. Driv- 
ing belts, machine belts, and other leather 
articles used by the farmer will also respond 
to this preservative treatment with in- 
creased serviceability and money will be 
saved that would otherwise have to be spent 
in replacing them if neglected. 

Greasing the children’s shoes and water - 
proofing the soles so that dampness can not 
enter is also advised by the department ex- 
perts. Formulas for making boots and 
shoes water resistant have been 
by the department. 


7 WALNUT TEST PLOTS 

In an effort to secure much-needed infor- 
mation on the fertilization of walnut trees, 
the Los Angeles County Agricultural R- 
tension Service is outlining a series of ex- 
perimental plots to test fertilizers on wal- 
nut groves in this county. Up to the present 
time they say that very little experimental 
work has been conducted on walnut fertili- 
zation and the results obtained so far have, 
not been satisfactory or conclusive. It is 
believed that actual tests under orchard 
conditions over a period of years will be 
required to furnish some of the needed in- 
formation. In order to secure the best pos- 
sible results, growers interested in carry- 
ing on these tests are requested to get in 
touch with the Agricultural Extension Serv- 
ice, 202 North Broadway, Los Angeles.

in past years. Because of the inappreciable 
amounts of sugar and the absence of acid 
in the mature avocado, maturity standards 
cannot be set in the same manner as with 
many other fresh fruits. The outstanding 
constituent in the fruit of the avocado is 
the oil, which varies from 8 per cent to 30 
per cent in the mature fruit. Windfalls sev- 
eral months from maturity have been of- 
fered on the market, many of which soften 
similar to mature fruits. Inexperienced 
buyers have purchased them as fully ma- 
ture specimens. The flavor of these is usu- 
ally insipid and flat, which is true, however, 
of certain varieties which never reach a 
high oil content even at maturity. The 
sale of such windfalls has had a depressing

effect on the market, both as to quantity of 
fruit sold and to price received this season. 


However, where varieties are near maturity | 


and contain almost all of the maximum ol 
content, they mature satisfactory maturi- 
wind falls and their sale is in no way un- 
desirable. In order to secure much needed 
information before any satisfactory maturi- 
ty standards may be set, the University of 
California, College of Agriculture, through 
Prof. M. E. Jaffa, and the United States De- 
partment df Agriculture through H M. 
Chace, and his assistants, have been asked 
to continue studies undertaken in past rela- 
tive to the composition and changes of the 
avocado fruit.

In the meantime, it is the plan of the ex- 
change to establish certain brands of their 
own and maintain them at a high gradc, 
then advertise this product as has been 
done by growers of other fruits in Califor- 
nia.

advertising alone secured through the con- 
test has served to focus popular interest in 
the fruit and its uses. 

At the present time, the avocado is still 
considered a luxury for the tables of the 
fortunate few rather than as a staple arti- 
cle of diet. The scarcity of fruit and the 
correspondingly high prices is mainly re- 
sponsible for this. Commercial success will 
depend upon widespread consumption of 
the ‘fruit as a food, purchased at prices 
in keeping with its food value. The great 
increase in tonnage is putting the fruit in 
reach of the every day buyer but in order 
to increase the interest of the housewife.

No eastern shipments are being made at 
the present time. 

SEASONAL DIFFICULTIES 


The winter varieties of the avocado have 
always brought the best prices both locally 
There are comparatively 
few varieties which mature their crops at 
this season of the year, most of them ripen- 
ing during the spring and summer months 
These come into competition with many de- 
ciduous fruits and the summer prices are 
consequently always lower. With the in- 
creased use of the avocado as a food, a 
constant supply spread over the entire year 
will be required and new varieties are be- 
ing sought that will even this spread. To 
take care of second grade fruits and any 
possible surplus during the peak of the sea- 
son, experiments are under way by the Uni- 
versity of California and the United States 
Department of Agficulture looking toward 
the development of by-products and dehy- 
dration. So far the results have not been 
very encouraging but the studies have only 
just been well started.

The total quan of meat consumed in 
the United States ng the year was es- 
timated at 18,481,000,000 pounds. Of this, 
6,918,000,000 pounds was beef, 873.000 
000 pounds 574,000,000 pounds 
mutton and lamb, 3,000,000 pounds 
goat, and 10,113,000,000 of pork. The total 
is an increase of over 
over the average of the last five years, 
and the per-capita increase is 18 pounds. 
About 90 per cent of the increase was rep- 
resented by pork products. Concerning the 
recent estimates, the department experts 
said: 

“After the heavy increase in meat ex- 
ports during the war, there was a precipt- 
tous drop in this trade, but 1923 saw a de- 
cided improvement, most of the business 
being in pork products, chiefly in bacon 
and hams. The total meat exports for the 
year were 969,000,000 pounds, an increase 
of 226,000,000 pounds over the preceding 
year. All but 35,000,000 pounds of the 
meat exported last year was pork. 

“The great increase in meat production 
and consumption in the past year was made 
possible because of the prolificacy and rap- 
id growth of the hog. The severe depres- 
sion of 1920-1921, when raising hogs was a 
losing business, was followed in 1922 by 
rising prices for hogs and a big surplus of 
corn. Thus was brought about a heavy in- 
crease in the number of hogs, the number 
estimated to have been slaughtered in 1923 
being $1,532,600. Previous to last year, the 
highest slaughter had been 70,054,800, a
